OOO- Firemen Suffer. 

Wbeiclino, Jao 14.— At an early 
.iDOwr 8»(iird«7, moroiDg the towa of 
BarnetTilto, O.t 80 mile* west of this 
plao«, experleneed the most ^i'sMtroas 

conflagration iu the history of this 
place Tlu- loss beiug estiinatod atfruni 
175,000 to *100,000 Thti fare is supposed 
to have started from a natural gas fire 
lo the Dov6lt7 •tor« of M. T. Ward on 
Maio itreet, and quickly spread to the 
Enterprise printing oillce and other ad 
joining business houses. 

When tliL-fire dopartmeut, onestc;uncr 
only, arrived uu tbo scene, the (Ire hud 
a big start uud the voluutuur dcparttneut 
was inadequuto to the occasion, the very 
cold vveuthor uddiug to the diOiuultiea 
of the accasiou Telegraphic app<jiils 
for aid to the Wheeling, Caiiibi idt;!; and 
Zaneeville fire departments wcic at 
ouce sent out. but iu a short tinu- thu 
cistern, that supplied the cugiuoH wi;at 
dry, and , tb^^ request was counter 
mauded Tae iiie was oul^_^to, 
when it reached the flrepioor 
block at about 9 a.^.

Bit.\ 111 ( ii;i>, .Ian. 1 1. -.Sunilay iiiori> 
iug a lire \v;is discovor.-d in the Siieelian 
Hou.se at 9^) .Uechauic street. Hut lew 
of the occupants were out of bed at such 
MS early hour, and the sluepiug inhabit 
l^ltfl had reiy barow esoapea from ore< 
Biation. 

Two of the women, Mary Callahan 
and Haxy Dorean, jumped from the 
Moond storr windows m their night 
olothss and both sustained very serious 
injuries. Although Miss Callahan's left 
wrist and ankle were both' fractured in 
the terrible fall, she OM^ned herself 
through the snow to * place of safety 
almost perishing in the cold on the way. 
The flames destroyed the hpuse owned 
and occupied by Mrs.' Mary Peterson, 
and that lady, with heir two datighters, 
saved none of their possessions but th: 
uighi clothes in which they escuiied. 
A t'urluus Ul lizard Wuu Kugiiig 

at the time the fire was first discovered, 
and the thermometer stood at H below 
sero. The firemen immediately re- 
sponded to the general alarm, and iu a 
very short time hud eight streams of 
water playing on the rapidly spreading 
blasw. The Peterson, bhoehau aud 
Leonard buildings, fronting on Me- 
cbanio street, whioh were all wooden 
stmoftnres, burned like tinder, aud the 
flames rolled from them with fierce 
energy against the large brick block on 
the corner of Mechanic and Main 
street, which was owheil by Mr. D. F. 
Rosenberg. This stmotnre was totally 
destroyed, as were the Nnsbaum block, 
also a large briok building and the 
Rothstein s Smith Brothers^bnfldlngs 
fronting on Main street. 

In the Bmith building, when it was 
ablaze from foimdation to roof, and it 
was thought that everybody was ont in 
safety, Mrs. J. F. Mo(^niston, one of 
the occupants, rushed from her rooms 
with her clothing aud hair ablase. 
The flremeu saved her from cremation, 
her husband was badly burned about 
the hands iu working with the flames 
and bciore the fire was extinguished 
had his hands and ears frozen.

Tlie Imperial OoTernment Mont Do Some 
thing. Why Not Nofv. 

LONDo.N. Jan. 14.— In an editorial The 
Times says that tha Newfoundliuid cri 
SIS has reached a point where it be 
comes imperative that some decision 
shall be made as to the futur - of tiu 
country As min.ipiidy olteu liappi lis 
the weight of the g-'U(>ral i-alaniity falls 
tiio heaviest upon thoKC who are wholly 
innocent of having canseil it. The 
early suppression or' the ."it. Johns riots 
speaks much for the enduring spirit of 
tlie people in the face of the prnspo<-t 
wholesale starvation. Ther«> soenis 
little doubt that the responsibility of 
dciding with flu' situation must eventu- 
ally fall uixiM ihi- imp -rial governmeut. 
Therefore no ueutUoss delay should be 
}iermitt<vl for a useless piling np Ot fur- 
ther liabilities. 

If the imperial govcrnraont decides to 
intervene the tirsr condition must be the 
renunciation of responsible government, 
which the colony has misused. If it 
should be proved that the revenue of 
the colony is totally inadeanata to pro- 
vide the interest on its debt, it nia.v 
even be found necessary to administer 
its afTairs as those of an estate in bank 
mptoy. The whole system of oolouiol 
responsibility would bo ended if the lia< 
biUty for debts contracted b^ the local 
legislature was bv any mistaKen act of 
genArosity shifted to tbt shonlders of 
tne British taxpaTev, bk the case of 
Newfotmdland shara is reason to believe 
thai Mrft aaif 'abonomy and H ' simpler 
and cheaper sdmlnistratlon wonld do 
much to r sdcam tha sitnation. 

DUPERAOO BILL COOK CAPTURED 



the Drop on Uins asA S 
HIa Nerva. 

Santa Fe, Jan. 14.— United States 
Marshal Hall has received a.dispatcl 

from Sheriff C .0. Perry of Chaves oonn 

ty who Saturday captured Bill Cook, 
the notorious outlaw, stating that the 
prisoner had been safely landed iu the 
county jail at Roswell yesterday fore- 
noon. The outlaw's capture was af 
fe< ted at an isolated cattle ranch on the 
(ircat plains, a few miles suutlieast of 
Old Fort Sunnier, Terry anil two dep- 
uties wore ill search of horso thieves, 
when they met aud recognized Cook 
at tirsc glance. (.Quicker than a tla^h 
Perry and his men had their Winches- 
ters ' up, and Cook was SO thovooghly 
surprised that 

He I.o*t Hie Nerve, 

and although he had two six-shooters 
abont his waist, his hands went up at 
ttie command of the sharifl. Handouft's 
were put on his wrists ftad he was 
mounted and stranped on his own horso, 
whioh was found to bo on the plains 
near the cabin. One led the animal 
while Bherifl^ Perry and his oth«r 'deputy 
rode behind them. Thus the tnpto 
Roswell was made, a distance of 6u 
miles. Marshal Hall ozpeota to hear 
from the United States district attor- 
neys of Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas 
to whom he wir^ announcing Cook's 
capture. It is said that with the state, 
express and railroad oompany otters 
there hi a reward of $15,000 for Ooak's 
capture. 

Cciok Iiitrrvlpweil. 

In an interview with the cantored 
bandit at Koswell he iw.-knowledged 
himself as Bill (\K)k, and said that 
when captured ho was on his way to 
Old Mexico and meant to quit the hi^^h- 
way business. He continued: 

"The ofHcers have me and will take 
me bock where 1 am known and there 
is no use for mo to deny it, but don't 
give mo h — 1 like the other follows have, 
tot I hate uot oonuniited hnjf the 



crimes that are charged to me. I have; 
done all my work on the open highway, 
never killed anyone, nor have 1 t ver 
robbed a poor' man unless it was of u 
horse or food, that I was com]>elled t > 
have when dodging the otllcer.s. 

"My brother .lini was nevr con- 
nected with any train robberies, and 1 
ilid not have anything to <lo wi'h the 
Kock Island or Texas and I'acitir liolil- 
ii|is, nor the Haiita F'e from l-'ort \Vi rih, 
but did rob tlie 'Frisco at Kt-d 1 "ork la-t 
July. Five other boys were with ini-. 
I had nothing to do with bank rob- 
beries. 1 was not in but the one rob- 
bery, and if indicted for that under tiri 
nama or BUI Cook will i^aad gnilty." 

HEAVY FALL OF SNOW. 

tril> Avataga Froas Twalva to rittaaa 
taehea All Ovar Ohio. 

CirvtLAND, ()., .laii. 1 4. — Di.spatches 
froir. many Ohio towns saj-s that the 
cold wave Ixtgan passing away yester- 
day, and was followed by a heavy fall 
of snow, the average depth on the level 
being from a foot to 16 inches. Every- 
where travel on the street railways was 
impeded. In this city the stt)rin reached 
its height at .S o'chwk yesterday after- 
noon, and it snowed furiousiy lor four 
hours. The electric and cablf ears wore 
run with great dilUcuily, and for a timi- 
early in the evening nior«- than U) J e.ir- 
were stalled in the center of the eiiy. 
Trains on all the railroads were from 
«M to two hours late all day. 

Know in tlu> Empire Htntr. 

Nkw York, Jan. 14.— The storm, 
which was advancing on New York 
from the northwest yesterday, has 
dissijiatod, and at lo o'ciucic last night 
the tomperaturo coninieiiced to rise. 
Shortly before that hour, however, the 
thorinomctor registered It aiiovo .»ero. 
the lowest temiwrature i>[ the o.iy. 

The htnivv st snowfall n-ported wa-. 
at Bulfal.;, wherein 14 :.our.s. II iiicies 
had de>ceu(led. At JU o'clm-k last night 
it wi\s still snowing there. 

Till- snowf.ill in this city was i-v- 
trenu ly liglit. being merely the eii;re li 
the storm which centered over ljuilalo. 

The fall in temiK'rature along liu- .'\t- 
lantic coast line yesterday ranged fruci 
10 to ;<0, cxteuiiing from Boston to 
Tampa, Fla., and the freezing point ux- 
tendtjci as far south as Havanuah. 

A foot of snow has fulion at Daws- 
ville, N. Y.. and advices from Me-ima 
and Troy report the couutry roa is 
blocked and railroad traftis at a stand- 
still. The temper.tture is very low. 

Cold lu Texa*. 

Houston, Jan. 14.— The weather all 
over the south and east of Texas has 
been colder than for five years wit a 
thin ice pouds every moruiug. No go 
rain has fallen siuoe August aud from 
all over come oomploints that the ground 
is too hard for plowing. The freeze 
has stopped the growth cf the seooud 
crop of ootton and put a stop to picking. 
In many sections the rwige has beeu 
devastated by prairie fires aud catt * 
have sufllered considerably daring the 
last two cold snaps, which have come in 
^niok incoMsiou. 

Illlizardy. 

Bel.».kkonte, Pa.. Jan. 14.— The cold 
snap aud blizzard struck here eiaturday 
night in all its fury, snow fall lag to the 
depth of eight inches and the mercury 
dropping 50 degrees in less than tvi 
hours. The snow is now from three to 
four feet deep. Last night a high wiu<i 
was blowing and the roads will be 
blocked this morning. This promisea 
to be the coldest night of the season. 

Iu I'ennsylvaala. 

Lkwistown, Pa., Jan. 14.— A terriflio 
snowstorm reached here at 10 o'elo< k 
Sunday moruiug. The thermometer 
fell 4H degrees' in four hours and the 
wind blew at a rate of 80 miles per 
hour. Tha lowest tamparatiuw loached 
was 4 below aa ro. 

Shlvarlnr at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooqa, Jan. 14.— The weather 
for the past few days has been remark- 
ably cold for this section. The ther- 
mometar yasterday moruiug registered 
7 above zero. The weather, however, 
is moderating, with indications that tiie 
cold snap is ended. 

In Waahingtuo. 

Washinoton. Jan. 14. — Yesterday 
was the coldest of the winter here, the 
thermometer registering as low as (i 
above sero at on early hour yesterday 
morning. During the entire day the 
temperature was Tittle above 10. 

Oorged and Froien at 8t. LouU. 

St. Louis, Jan. 14.— The river gorged 
early yesterday and is flrocen solid iu 
many places to the bottom, it is so slow.

Liao Ho, recalling the worst horrors of 
the Taiping rebellion, fi'^ot a house is 
standing. Everything has been burned, 
and whole populations has perished. 
Only scattered groups of frosen corpses 
are seen, apparently those of entire 
families. Neither food nor fuel is pro* 
curable. 

Stragglers from the Chinese army, 
who have taken refuge iu the hills, 
have become savages, lost to all human 

feelings. The sufferings of the wounded 
are terrible. The movomuuts of both 
the Chinese and Japanese troops are 
hindered by the failure of supplies from 
the terrified populace. The prospects 
of an extension of such scenes appals 
even the stolid Chinese. 

Ttrcd of iBtrlgae*. 
The Manchu princes havu taken the 
defense of the country iuto their own 
hands in order to prevent the intrigues 
of the Chiueso ullicials. The central 
government is bewildered aud helpless. 
Li Hung Chang, although ha has baan 
reliev'd of all his functions except the 
governor generalship of liis provinoe, 
still exercises indiraot inflaaaceovar the 
various officials.
